MINUTES   OF  THE   CORPORATION   OF  LOUISIANA   ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE— JULY  12,   1952 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  met  as  a  corporate  body  to  dis- 
cuss corporate  business  of  the  Conference. 

On  May  29,  1951  three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  met 
at  631  Baronne  Street  to  complete  the  sale  of  the  property  of  the 
Gueyden  Church.  A  letter  from  Lawyer  Saal  of  Gueyden,  La.,  attached 
to  an  Act  of  Sale  of  this  property,  was  read.  Later  this  committee 
appeared  before  P.  J.  Iberville,  Notary  Public,  for  the  purpose  of  signing 
the  instrument  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses.  The  documents  and 
check  of  $700.00,  representing  the  amount  of  the  sale,  was  deposited 
with  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce;  the  check  was  payable  to  T.  E. 
McElroy. 

The  bank  forwarded  the  completed  Act  of  Sale  to  Lawyer  Saal 
for  examination.  When  this  instrument  was  certified  as  valid,  a  check 
in  the  amount  of  $698.55  was  forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  it  was  deposited  with  the  Treasurer 
to  the  credit  of  The  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Trustees. 

Expenses  of  Trustees  were  $18.50  and  were  advanced  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  later  repaid  from  the  Trustee's  Fund. 

Deeds  of  the  property  at  Morganza  were  examined  and  ordered 
given  to  Secretary  for  further  investigation  as  to  the  saleability  of 
property.    Meeting  adjourned.

Bishop.  Members  of  the  Conference  and  Friends: 

Methodism's  cycle  has  again  brought  us  to  the  end  of  another 
quadrennium  and  the  end  of  another  conference  year.  Beginning  this 
the  eighty-fifth  (85th)  session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  we  can 
but  sing  with  the  great  Wesley, 

•  "What  troubles   have  we   seen 

What    conflicts    have   we    passed, 
Fightings   without   and   fears   within, 
Since   we   assembled   last! 

But  out  of  all  the  Lord 

Hath  brought  us  by  His  love; 
And  still  He  doth  His  help  afford 

And  hides   our  life   above." 

Our  Heavenly  Father  has  ever  been  near  the  faithful,  sacrificing 
ministers  and  laymen  of  the  Conference.  The  world  today  stands  on  the 
brink  of  the  greatest  cataclysm  known  to  mankind;  because  of  this,  a 
fear  grips  humanity,  a  fear  that  man  may  destroy  himself.  The  Chris- 
tian minister  has  striven  to  tell  the  story  that  God  lives  and  that  He 
is  the  Ruler  of  the  universe.  Our  loyal  laymen  have  joined  in  the  chorus, 
"Jesus  shall  reign  wherever  the  sun  doth  its  successive  journey  run." 
Under  the  guiding  influence  of  the  Episcopal  head  of  the  Area,  we 
have  trampled  the  bayous  and  highways  of  our  great  State  with  a  song 
in  our  hearts,  "Use  me  Lord  in  Thy  service."  Bishop  Brooks  has  joined 
us  in  our  treks  across  the  state.  The  Episcopal  Visitations  have  meant 
much  to  the  communities  that  were  graced  with  the  Bishop^s  presence. 

The   Conference 

Someone  said,  "Life  is  for  most  of  us  a  continuous  process  of  get- 
ting used  to  things  we  hadn't  expected."  In  three  years,  we  are  about 
to  get  adjusted  to  the  Spring  Conference.  Our  families  are  happier 
because  the  children  can  complete  the  full  year  in  school  before  moving. 
The  Conference  is  still  possessed  with  sufficient  youthfulness  to  be 
able  to  retain  its  spirit  of  aggressiveness  and  daring;  we  dare  and  do 
as  the  challenge  is  handed  down  to  even  the  smallest  congregation. 

The  exodus  West  crippled  many  of  our  churches,  especially  is  this 
true  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state.  Congregations  that  once  re- 
ported membership's  in  the  hundreds  are  now  reduced  to  less  than  one 
hundred.  It  may  be  enlightening  to  the  Conference  to  know  that  we  have 
some  congregations  with  only  eight  (8)  and  ten  (10)  members.  These 
were  once  flourishing,  loyal  Methodist  Churches  until  the  war  came. 
Now,  we  have  left  just  ''Grandpa  and  Grandma"  and  the  children  that 
cannot  be  housed  in  the  metropolitan  centers.  On  one  District  in  the 
Conference,  the  majority  of  the  members  in  one  congregation  are  high 
(school  pupils.    They  man  the  church,  but  have  little  to  give  financially. 
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These  congregations  with  reduced  memberships  must  become  our  seed- 
beds ;  if  we  can  hold  on  to  them  and  teach  these  young  people  to  become 
faithful  Christians  and  loyal  Methodists,  we  may  retake  our  position 
in  these  communities.  These  congregations  that  cannot  help  themselves 
are  in  dire  need  of  our  HOME  SPECIALS  from  the  Advance  Fund.

Though 
late,  the  men  of  the  Conference  are  beginning  to  learn  that  they  are 
not  iron.  As  the  years  come  and  go,  we  grow  weaker  physically.  There 
has  been  much  sickness  in  our  ranks.  Because  of  excessive  activities, 
our  resident  Bishop  was  stricken  during  the  year.  All  Methodism 
prayed  for  Bishop  Brooks'  recovery,  because  he  is  bound  to  the  Louis- 
iana Conference  by  territorial  confines,  the  seriousness  of  his  condition 
made  the  Louisianians  pray  even  more  fervently.  God  answered  the 
prayers  of  all.  Rev.  G.  C.  Haywood  is  improving  after  two  years'  dis-» 
ability.  Brother  Fletcher  Thomas  on  the  Franklin  District  was  gravely 
ill  during  the  year.  Rev.  J.  D.  David  was  hospitalized  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  last  conference.  He  has  recovered  sufficiently  to  carry  St. 
Paul  successfully  during  the  year.  The  Superintendents  of  the  Lake 
Charles  and  Shreveport  Districts  were  critically  ill  for  a  brief  period 
during  the  year. 

Death  has  shortened  the  chain  of  brotherhood  during  the  year. 
The  following  brothers  came  to  the  end  of  their  earthly  ministry,  laid 
down  their  swords  and  shield  to  study  war  no  more:  Wm.  Caldwell, 
W.  G.  Jones,  Frank  R.  Butler,  W.  R.  London,  Sr.,  T.  B.  Cooper,  E.  S.

The  Louisiana  Conference  leads 
all  Conferences  in  the  Jurisdiction,  reporting  $28,134.95  for  the  four- 
year  period.  Throughout  the  Conference,  HOME  SPECIALS  have  re- 
turned to  needy  congregations.  We  pray  that  larger  returns  will  come 
to  the  struggling,  needy  churches  during  the  new  quadrennium.

Gradually  the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.  is  growing  throughout  the 
Conference.  Twelve  years  is  not  a  long  time  in  the  life  of  an  organiza- 
tion, especially  when  adjustments  and  adaptations  must  be  carefully  and 
prayerfully  made.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Inez  Chrisentery  and 
the  loyal  workers  on  both  Conference  and  District  levels,  the  W.S.C.S. 
is  reuniting  its  forces  and  forging  its  way  forward. 

The  Conference  President  has  listed  the  following  projects  as  goals 
for    1952-1953: 
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1.  To  unite  all  women  of  the  Church  in  Christian  living  and  service. 

2.  To  give  larger  support  to  Christian  work  among  women  and  chil- 
dren around  the  world. 

3.  To  awaken  a  deeper  spiritual  life  in  the  members  of  the  W.S.C.S. 
and  the  local  Church. 

4.  To  "encourage"  SPECIAL  MEMBERSHIPS  for  adults,  youth  and 
babies. 

5.  To  solicit  larger  support  in  CASH  and  GIFTS  for  Sager-Brown 
and  Gulfside. 

6.  To  solicit  a  keener  interest  in  the  W.S.C.S.  from  the  PASTORS. 

District  Conferences  and  Institutes 

District  Conferences  were  held  on  all  the  Districts  with  old-time 
interest  and  fervor.  The  W.S.C.S.,  Young  Adults,  MYFs  and  Methodist 
Men  groups  shared  in  the  activities  of  the  District  Conferences.  On  the 
Shreveport  District,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Scott,  wife  of  the  president  of  Wiley 
College,  glorified  the  District  Conference  as  a  presentation  of  the 
Ministers'  Wives.  The  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of  Evange- 
lism enlivened  the  District  Conferences  in  their  evangelistic  appeals. 
The  Conference  Lay  Leader  and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  Religious 
Education  rendered  profitable  service  in  the  District  Conferences.  Fel- 
lowship and  Brotherhood  were  felt  from  the  exchange  in  visits  by!  the 
ministers  and  laymen  from  other  Districts. 

Christian  Education 

The  Conference  Executive  Secretary  of  Religious  Education  says, 
"The  promotion  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Conference  is  based  on 
the  assumption  that  the  Church  has  a  responsibility  to  teach  people  the 
Christian  way  of  life."  The  Christian  Education  program  throughout 
the  Conference  has  endeavored  to  "make  the  local  church  sensitive  to 
its  teaching  mission."  Institutes  and  training  classes  have  been  held  on 
the   Conference,  District  and   Sub-district  levels  to  emphasize: 

1.  Proper  organization  and  supervision  of  the  three  divisions  of  the 
Church  School — the  Children's  Division,  the  Youth  Division  and 
the  Adult  Division. 

2.  The  development  of  a  program  involving  worship,  fellowship, 
study  and  service;  use  of  literature  approved  by  the  General  Board 
of  Education. 

3.  Study  groups  in  marriage  and  Chirstian  homemaking. 

4.  The  keeping  of  accurate  R-E-C-O-R-D-S. 

5.  Evangelism  and  training  for  Church  membership. 

6.  Enlisting  youth  and  young  adults  in  full  time  Christion  vocation. 

7.  Teaching    Christian    Social    Relation. 

Along  with  the  objectives  mentioned  above,  the  Conference  Board 
of  Education  has  sponsored  leadership  training  schools,  family  life  con- 
ferences, vacation  church  schools,  Christian  Education  programs  and 
institutes.  Every  District  in  the  Conference  has  benefitted  by  this  well 
planned  program. 
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Institutions    and    Agencies 

Dillarcl  University  demands  our  respect  and  support.  In  President 
Dent's  annual  report  to  the  Trustees,  of  the  school,  he  stated,  "I  have 
seen  Dillard  make  steady  progress  toward  achievement  of  some  degree 
of  adequacy"  in  expansion  of  plant,  substantial  endowment  and  a  stu- 
dent body  "with  serious  purpose  who  are  capable  of  constructive  thought." 
Enrollment  for  the  past  session  was  618.  The  university  maintains  a 
competent  and  devoted  faculty.  Though  Dillard  must  compete  in  the 
"teacher  labor  market"  with  publicly  supported  institutions  that  can 
pay  higher  salaries,  the  University  maintains  a  faculty  that  has  no 
peers  in  Church-related  schools.  The  physical  plant  will  be  enhanced 
when  the  $50,000  addition  to  the  library  is  completed  in  the  near  future 
along  with  a  half  million  dollar  Science  building.  Flint-Goodridge  Hos- 
pital, a  part  of  Dillard,  celebrated  a  birthday  February  1,  1952.  During 
the  last  twenty  years,  twenty-four  of  the  twenty-eight  Negro  physi- 
cians entering  practice  in  New  Orleans  received  their  interne  or  resident 
training  at  Flint-Goodridge. 

Religious  instruction  is  provided  at  the  University  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religion  and  Philosophy.  Dillard  is  grateful  to  the  Conference 
for  its  support  in  the  past  and  solicits  larger  continued  support. 

People's  Community   Center 

Rev.  R.  W.  Calvin  is  serving  his  second  year  as  superintendent  of 
the  Center.  The  new  building  is  a  rambling  ranch  style  modernistic 
attraction.  So  modernistic  is  this  architectural  design,  it  has  won  an 
architectural  award.  Through  grants  of  $65,000  from  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  other  agencies,  People's  Community  Center  extends 
larger  service  to  the  Crescent  City. 

Lafon  Old  Folks  Home 

The  Old  Folks  Home  has  had  phenomenal  growth  under  the  super- 
intendency  of  Rev.  C.  O.  Greene  and  his  efficient  staff.  The  resident 
population  is  now  109.  The  Home  is  the  first  nursing  and  convalescent 
Home  in  the  'state  to  be  licensed  in  the  three-category  class — "care  of 
aged,"  "nursing"  and  "convalescent  people."  Rev.  Greene  announces 
that  the  Home  earned  enough  money  during  the  past  season  to  pay  all 
of  its  operation  expenses  for  the  first  time  in  its  eighty-four  years  of 
existence. 

Sager-Brown  Home  and   Godman   School 

The  executive  heads  of  these  institutions  are  Mrs.  Evelyn  Thomas 
and  Miss  Rosa  Ann  Cobb.  Sager  Brown  is  a  living  example  of  Missionary 
efforts.  Peck  Hall,  the  new  dormitory  for  boys  gives  Sager  Brown  a 
great  lift. 

LAY  ACTIVITIES 

Mr.  J.  R.  Patterson,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  has  made  himself 
available  for  service  on  all  the  Districts  and  local  churches  that  needed 
a  lay-preacher.  Brother  Patterson  is  dedicated  and  consecrated  to  the 
task  of  improving  lay  leadership  in  the  Conference  to  the  end  that  the 
minister  and  his  family  may  receive  wages  comparable  with  the  present 
day  level  and  may  be  housed  in  comfortable  parsonages.  The  District 
Lay  leaders  have  lent  their  services  in  sponsoring  Laymen's  Day,  Week 
of  Dedication  and  other  Lay  Activities.  A  recent  report  of  the  Board 
of  Lay  Activities  shows  very  few  chartered  chapters  of  Methodist  Men 
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in  the  Conference.  No  congregation  is  so  small  that  the  men  can't 
operate  a  Methodist  Men's  Club.  As  a  result  of  the  campaign  waged 
by  the  Conference  Lay  Leader  and  his  loyal  assistants,  new  and  reno- 
vated parsonages  are  reported  every  year.  The  following  improvements 
are  reported  for  this  year: 

Lettsworth  Circuit  reports  a  new  parsonage,  debt  free.  A  new 
District  parsonage  known  as  1226  Dare  St.  has  been  purchased  on  the 
Baion  Rougt  District.  Sanitary  fixtures  have  been  installed  in  the  par- 
sonage at  Thibodaux.  Bunkie  has  built  a  new  parsonage  at  the  cost 
of  $2,500.  The  parsonage  at  Lafayette  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of 
$500.  A  new  roof  has  been  put  on  the  parsonage  of  Thompson  Church 
(New  Orleans).  The  parsonage  at  Bastrop  has  been  renovated  on  the 
inside  and  sewerage  installed.  Washington  Chapel  has  $300  on  hand 
to  renovate  the  parsonage.  Changes  are  frequently  being  made  in  the 
parsonage  at  St.  James  (Monroe);  an  attic  fan  and  new  furniture  has 
been  purchased.  The  parsonage  at  Johnson  Chapel  (Shreveport)  has 
been  painted  and  sewerage  installed.  St.  Paul  (Shreveport)  painted  and 
papered  the  parsonage.  Wesley  (Mansfield)  is  installing  sewerage  in 
the  parsonage.  These  results  are  the  summation  of  preachments  of  the 
Conference  and  District  Lay  Leaders. 

BUILDING  AND   IMPROVEMENTS 

Building  and  improvements  are  on  the  upward  trend  throughout 
the  Conference.  On  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  Lettsworth  Church  has 
$700  in  cash  to  renovate  the  Church.  Lobdell  Circuit  has  a  new  church 
debt  claiming  their  best  efforts.  The  church  at  Maringouin  has  been 
remodeled  at  a  cost  of  $3600.  Port  Allen  has  installed  new  pews  costing 
$1625.00  and  paid  $311.00  on  an  old  debt.  ' 

We  worship  today  in  the  new  St.  Mark,  which  has  cost  $65,000. 

Thibodaux,  on  the  Franklin  District,  has  installed  sanitary  fixtures 
in  the  church  and  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $800.00.  The  church  at  Schriever 
has  been  renovated  and  has  no  debt.  St.  Vincent  church  at  Cade  has 
raised  $1100.00  to  repair  their  much  needed  structure.  This  is  a  small 
congregation,  they  are  asking  for  help  from  the  Home  Specials  of  the 
Advance  Fund.  Ninde  Chapel  at  La  Place  nearly  completed  its  new 
edifice.  Brother  O.  J.  D.  Rainey  has  labored  here  seven  years  trying 
to  build  a  concrete  block  church. 

Jennings  Church  on  the  Lake  Charles  District  has  undergone  gen- 
eral repairs  to  the  amount  of  $2500.00.  The  church  at  Teche  has  been 
remodeled  at  a  cost  of  $500.00.  Newman  (Alexandria)  is  the  recipient 
of  an  electric  organ  donated  by  a  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tillman,  also  a  grand 
piano  costing  $1200.00,  donated  by  the  choir.  Mt.  Zion  (Leesville)  has 
raised  $1200.00  for  improvements.  Asbury  (Natchitoches)  has  on  hand 
$1000.00  for  improvements. 

First  Street  Church,  on  the  New  Orleans  District,  is  a  new  struc- 
ture on  the  inside  by  an  expenditure  of  $34,000 — ten  thousand  was 
loaned  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  An  electric  organ  will  soon 
be  installed.  Repairs  and  renovations  have  held  the  interests  of  the 
following  congregations:  Williams  Church  (New  Orleans)  has  been 
renovated  outside;  plan's  are  under  way  to  beautify  the  inside;  $2000.00 
was  donated  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Slidell,  Algiers,  Haven, 
Kenner-Ross  and  La  Harpe  have  made  improvements.  Thirkield  Chapel 
(Bogalusa)  has  about  four  thousand  red  bricks  on  the  ground,  their 
first  step  toward  a  new  building.  Harry's  Chapel  on  the  Bogalusa  Cir- 
cuit has  installed  new  pews.  Mt.  Zion  (New  Orleans)  will  soon  move 
into  their  new  red  brick  edifice.    It  is  reported  to  be  the  only  air  con- 
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ditioned  church  among  Negroes  in  Louisiana.  When  completed  the  new 
Mt.  Zion  will  cost  $160,000.  Much  praise  should  be  given  Brother  Robert 
Hill  and  the  sacrificing  people  of  Mt.  Zion.  The  Board  of  Home  Misisions 
donated  $5000.00  to  Mt.  Zion.  The  District  Superintendent  reports  that 
when  Mt.  Zion  is  completed,  the  total  debt  will  be  only  $36,000.  Build- 
ing funds  have  been  accumulated  by  the  following  congregations:  Hart- 
zell,  Gretna  and  Franklinton.  Peck  has  $13,000  on  hand;  Philip  Mem- 
orial has  $20,000  on  hand,  saving  towards  a  new  church  home.  Because 
of  the  expansion  of  the  Housing  Project  near  Brooks  Chapel,  this  con- 
gregation is  campaigning  for  $15,000  for  a  new  church  Lome;  $5000.00 
has  been  raised. 

The  most  outstanding  and  the  most  beautiful  improvement  on  the 
Shreveport  District  is  the  remodeled  Wesley  Chapel  at  Mansfield. 
Wesley  has  the  largest  campus  of  any  urbane  church  in  the  Conference. 
Standing  on  a  public  thoroughfare  in  the  midst  of  this  beautiful  campus, 
the  new  Wesley  attracts  attention  of  all  passerbys.  Additional  rooms 
were  added  to  the  church,  the  old  Mansfield  Academy  is  renovated  for 
an  Educational  Building  and  sewerage  is  being  installed.  The  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Home  Specials  of  the  Advance  Fund  helped  Wesley 
to  do  this  big  job.  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown  is  at  home  here  in  Mansfield;  he 
is  trying  to  make  home  inviting.  Visible  improvements  have  been  made 
at  St.  Matthew  (Pelican),  Thomas  Chapel  and  Mt.  Carmel  on  the  Thomas 
Circuit,  Haskins  and  Taylor  Chapels  on  the  Pleasant  Hill  Circuit.  Nat- 
ural gas  has  been  put  in  the  church  and  parsonage  at  Pleasant  Hill. 
$500.00  is  on  hand  to  renovate  Shady  Grove  on  the  Mansfield  Circuit. 
$200.00  has  been  paid  on  the  debt  at  Robinson  Chapel  on  the  Pelican 
Circuit.  The  church  at  Marthaville  has  taken  on  new  life  under  the 
leadership  of  our  young  supply,  Brother  Wm.  Tate,  long  needed  im- 
provements have  been  made.  Washington  chapel  is  campaigning  for 
a  new  edifice;  some  cash  is  on  hand.  Lake  Providence  and  Bastrop  are 
paying  on  their  debts  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Mt.  Nebo  is 
the  congregation  with  most  of  its  members  high  school  pupils.  They 
have  a  stone  structure  that  has  turned  to  be  a  specter,  it  has  stood  so 
long  incompleted.  These  young  people  are  asking  the  Home  Specials 
of  the  Advance  Fund  to  come  to  their  rescue.  St.  Jame,s  (Monroe)  has 
contracted  for  $7,500  renovation  on  the  edifice;  St.  James  invites  the 
next  session  of  the  annual  conference  to  Monroe.  Mt.  Sinai  (Sterlington) 
will  soon  have  to  move  across  town  where  the  Negro  population  has 
followed  the  new  modern  school.  Sterlington  is  a  small  rural  town. 
Mt.  Sinai  will  need  held  to  rebuild  its  church  in  the  community  where 
the  people  are.  In  the  same  class  with  Mt.  Sinai  are  the  small  congre- 
gations at  Grand  Bayou,  Trenton,  Robeline,  Rosa  Chapel,  Pelican,  Keith- 
ville  and  Fairview  and  Providence.  To  continue  to  have  a  place  of  wor- 
ship, these  congregations  must  receive  help  from  some  source. 

The  church  building  at  St.  James  (Shreveport)  ijs  almost  past  using 
during  the  winter.  These  heroic  people  have  made  a  down  payment  on 
a  beautiful  edifice  now  used  by  a  white  congregation.  The  cost  of  the 
edifice  with  an  educational  building  and  one  of  the  best  pipe  organs 
in  the  city  of  Shreveport,  will  be  $70,000.  When  St.  James  sells  its 
present  site  and  puts  all  its  assets  on  the  new  debt,  there  will  be  a 
balance  of  $45,000.  St.  James  needs  a  church,  St.  James  is  willing  to 
struggle  to  pay  for  a  church  that  will  be  a  credit  to  Methodism,  and 
St.  James  wants  this  white  church.  Rev.  J.  C.  Calvin  has  given  dynamic 
leadership  to  this  long  discouraged  congregation.  Within  a  matter  of 
weeks,  St.  James  will  move  from  522  Lake  St.  to  the  white  brick  church 
on  Hope  and  Snow  Streets.  St.  James  (Shreveport)  also  invites  the 
Conference  to  hold  its  86th  annual  session  in  the  new  St.  James  in 
Shreveport. 
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MINISTERS'  WIVES 

We  cannot  conclude  our  report  without  paying  tribute  to  the  little 
woman  in  the  parsonage.  She  is  in  reality  a  QUEEN.  Our  tasks  would 
be  much  harder  without  her  to  sympathize  with  us.  God  has  given  rer 
an  understanding  and  sympathetic  heart.  Through  the  years,  the  Min- 
isters' Wives  have  made  substantial  contributions  to  the  Permanent 
Fund.  The  interest  now  seems  to  be  on  Reserve  Pensions:  w~  solicit 
the  continued  support  of  the  Ministers'  Wives  until  we  qualify  for 
operation  in  the  Reserve  Pension  setup.  The  Ministers'  Wives  of  the 
Area  gathered  at  Gulfside  last  August  for  a  fellowship  all  their  own. 
We  pray  that  the  number  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  will  be  much 
larger  this  August  5-12,  so  our  wives  may  become  better  acquainted 
with   each   other. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  The  budget  for  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  be  increased 
so  that  the  trained  executive  mav  be  retained  wit1r  a  salary  eaual  to 
the  top  salaries  among  the  ministers.  Our  Executive  Secretary  has 
laid  the  ground  work  on  which  a  beneficial  program  should  grow; 
we  should  not  slip  backward  in  this  most  important  phase  of 
training. 

2.  Emphasis  on  Advance  Specials  be  maintained  with  an  eye  singled 
for  Home  Specials  to  help  these  small  congregations  that  can  do 
nothing  much  but  pay  claims. 

3.  The  Commission  on  Ministerial  Training  follow  the  recommendation 
of  the  last  Area  Council  to  request  the  president  of  the  college 
in  the  confines  of  the  Conference  to  provide  one  $250.00  scholarship 
annually  for  ministerial  students.  The  Conference  begin  now  to  seek 
a  promising  young  man  for  this  scholarship — a  first  year  college 
student.

Pursuant  to  the  recent  action  of  the  General  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  which  was  held  in  San  Francisco,  California,  with 
respect  to  the  Advances  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  namely  that  the 
Advance  shall  be  continued  for  another  quadrennium  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  and  there  shall  be  what  shall  be  called,  "Conference  Initated 
Specials."  we  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  this  Conference  shall  continue  its  program  of  the  Advance 
according  to  rulings  of  the  General  Conference. 

2.  That  the  Advance  Committee  shall  be  continued,  and  that  this  Com- 
mittee in  cooperation  with  the  Resident  Bishop,  shall  determine 
such  "Advance  Specials"  as  shall  be  considered  in  the  programs. 
By  this  we  mean  this  Committee  shall  set  forth  such  Conference 
Initiated  Specials  as  will  be  agreed  upon. 
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3.  That  according  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Missions,  that  this  Confer- 
ence shall  designate  10%  of  the  total  sum  raised  in  the  Advance 
for  the  general  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions.

Recommendations 

Referred  the  matter  of  Special  Day  Offerings  to  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation.   (See  Report). 

1.  World  Service  Sunday,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month  shall  be 
observed  as  World  Service  Sunday,  with  a  suitable  program  of 
missionary  education  in  the  local  church,  with  a  collection  for  World 
Service  and  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  we  accept  22%  of  the  Area  Budget  as  our  established  quota 
of  benevolences. 

3.  That  the  distribution  ratio  shall  be  48%  for  General  Conference 
Benevolences,  and  52%  for  the  Annual  Conference  Benevolences 
and  Administration,    and   Area    Administration. 

4.  That  out  of  the  15%  raised  for  Conference  Claimants,  10%  shall  be 
for  immediate  distribution,  4%  for  Permanent  Fund  and  1%  for 
the  Retired  Supply  Pastors. 

5.  Thanks  should  be  extended  the  Minister's  Wives'  Association  for 
the  fine  services  they  have  rendered  in  previous  years  in  the  in- 
terest of  this  fund,  and  they  shall  continue  to  work  toward  the  goal 
of  $7,000  per  year  for  three  years. 

6.  That  the  Budget  of  $27,918.34  be  adopted  as  the  Budget  for  1952- 
1953  conference  year,  for  the  General  and  Annual  Conference  ais 
well  as  the  Area  causes,  with  reports  being  made  at  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas,  Race  Relations  Day  and  Easter.  Easter  will  complete 
the  entire  Budget  and  each  collection  will  be  divided  according  to 
the  percentages  that  each  item  represents  in  the  Budget. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  fixing  the   District   Superinten- 
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dent's  Salary  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Stewards  and 
Pastors'  Council  on  the  several  districts.  It  is  also  recommended 
that  the  item  formerly  carried  as  District  Superintendent's  Travel, 
now  become  what  will  be  looked  upon  as  "The  District  Superinten- 
dent's Subsidy."  This  item  will  be  looked  after  and  carried  in  the 
Conference  Initiated  Specials.  (See  the  report  of  the  Advance  Com- 
mittee. 

8.  That  we  approve  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants, 
which  will  have  to  do  with  the  Reserve  Pension  Fund,  which  plan 
calls  for  the  raising  of  some  $90,000.  The  amount  is  to  be  raised 
on  the  basis  of  $30,000  per  year. 

9.  That  we  instruct  the  Conference  Treasurer  to  remit  to  the  Area 
office,  after  each  roll  call,  the  percentage  of  the  funds  raised  at 
each  roll  call,  that  is  due  that  office. 

Objectives  for  the  Year 

That  we  fully  cooperate  with  the  program  as  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  observance  of  the 
Week  of  Dedication.  The  goal  is  that  there  shall  be  an  observance  not 
only  in  every  charge  of  the  Conference,  but  that  it  shall  be  observed 
in  every  local  church  throughout  the  Conference.  Another  object  will 
be  to  raise  all  of  the  World  Service  and  askings,  asked  for  by  the  Gen- 
eral Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance.

It  is  expected  that  the  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  be  made  not 
less  than  40  days  following  the  Annual  Conference,  by  a  CPA,  and 
that  upon  receipt  by  the  Council  of  World  Service  and  Finance,  of  such 
an  audit,  that  the  Council  shall  have  the  report  published  in  the  Annual 
Conference  Journal. 

The  breakdown  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  Church  School  Budget 
shall  be  made  to  the  several  Church  Schools  for  Chritstian  Education, 
as  has  been  done  in  previous  years.  We  recommend  the  same  amount 
be  broken  down  to  the  charges  as  in  last  year.  It  is  noticed  that  $1,500 
of  the  total  Budget  is  written  above  as  a  part  of  the  Annual  Conference 
Budget.

Bishop  Brooks  and  Brothers: 

Inasmuch  as  the  fundamental  task  of  the  Church  is  individual  and 
social  salvation  and  the  present  civilization  is  sick  and  tottering,  waiting 
for  the  healing  hand  of  God  upon  the  individual  and  this  tormented 
world,  be  it  hereby  resolved  that  in  keeping  with  the  action  of  the

2.  Cooperation  during  the  1953  year  of  Worldwide  Evangelism,  with 
one  of  the  high  points  of  emphasis  being  Pentecost  Sunday,  May  24, 
which  in  the  year  1953  is  also  Aldersgate  Sunday. 

B.   Every  local  church  implement  its   program   throughout  the   quad- 
rennium as  follows:

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Bishop  Love  and  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference: 

Your  Board  of  Education  comes  to  this  Fourteenth  Session  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  to  give  an  account  of  its  stewardship  for 
the  year  1951-1952.  Directing  a  program  of  Christian  Education  in 
the  Conference  is  a  high  trust.  Therefore,  we  are  extremely  grateful 
for  your  belief  in  our  honor  and  ability  by  entrusting  us  with  this 
very  vital  phase  of  the  Conference  program.  It  is  the  business  of  the 
church  to  help,  young  and  old,  to  accept,  understand,  share  and  witness 
the  Christian  way  of  life.  This  means  that  the  church  should  so  intel- 
lectually and  spiritually  prepare  persons  for  Crrist  and  His  Church  that 
they  will  have  "deeper  understanding  of  and  make  a  greater  commit- 
ment to  our  faith,  our  ministry  and  our  mission.  Not  only  should  per- 
sons know  what  the  Christian  way  of  life  is  but  should  know  how  to 
live  in  that  way  and  share  their  blessings  with  others.  We  feel  that 
Christian  Education  is  the  main  instrument  through  which  this  goal 
can  be  realized.  Hence,  your  Board  has  worked  diligently  to  develop 
a  program   of  Christian  nurture  within  the   Conference. 

Work  of  the  Staff 

Your  executive  secretary  has  been  on  leave  during  a  large  portion 
of  the  year  engaging  in  graduate  study  at  Howard  University,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  Hence,  he  has  not  been  able  to  travel  the  Conference 
extensively  in  the  interest  of  Christian  Education.  However,  he  visited 
twelve  local  churches  prior  to  his  leaving,  helping  them  to  achieve  a 
greater  understanding  of  the  educational  work  of  the  church.  He  also 
presented  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  in  several  District  meetings 
prior  to  his  leaving.  He  has  met  with  the  Conference,  District  and  Sub- 
District  staffs,  counseling  them  regarding  the  kind  of  program  that 
could  be  carried  out  in  the  absence  of  an  executive  secretary.  Prior  to 
his  leaving  your  executive  secretary  participated  in  one  local  church 
leadership  training  school,  several  subdistrict  training  enterprises  and 
the  Conference  Youth  Assembly.  He  has  also  acted  as  the  director  of 
the  New  Orleans  Area  Young  Adult  Assembly  and  dean  of  the  Central 
Jurisdictional    Leadership    School. 

As  usual  the  Conference  director  of  youth  work  has  given  fine  ser- 
vice in  our  program  for  the  Christian  Education  of  Youth.  However,  due 
to  her  leave  of  absence  her  services  have  not  been  as  extensive  in  the 
Conference  as  usual.  She  has  visited  several  local  churches,  holding 
informal  meetings  with  adult  workers  with  youth,  organizing  and  pro- 
moting work  with  seniors,  discussing  literature  for  youth,  promoting 
Rally  Day,  Methodist  Student  Day,  and  the  Methodist  youth  fund.  Your 
director  of  youth  work  gave  wonderful  service  in  two  vacation  church 
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schools   last   summer.     She    also    served   well   in   the    Conference    Youth 
Assembly  and  the  New  Orleans  Area  Youth  Adult  Assembly. 

The  work  of  some  of  our  volunteer  staff  has  been  most  gratifying 
this  year.  The  Board  chairman  has  done  a  marvelous  job  in  giving 
general  supervision  to  the  program  since  October  1,  1951.  He  has  been 
in  every  District  emphasizing  the  program  of  Christian  Education  in 
District  conferences  and  other  District  and  subdistrict  meetings.  Under 
his  guidance  planning  conferences  were  held  on  all  of  the  Districts  in- 
volving the  setting  up  of  programs  for  the  Districts.  He  has  participated 
in  various  youth  meetings  including  several  District  and  subdistrict  in- 
stitutes, and  youth  days  at  the  District  conferences.  Your  Board  chair- 
man has  been  very  active  in  the  planning  and  promotion  of  Youth  Day 
at  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Tri-Conference  Church  School  Adminis- 
trators Seminar,  Conference  Youth  Assembly,  and  the  Area  Young 
Adult  Assembly.  He  has  given  special  attention  to  the  Methodist  Stu- 
dents at  Southern  University  visiting  five  of  the  Wesley  Foundation 
meetings  during  the  year.  He  represented  the  conference  in  the  Family 
Life  Conference  in  Chicago  and  the  Methodist  Conference  on  Christian 
Education   in   Grand   Rapids,   Michigan. 

Mrs.  Chaney  Prevost  has  given  invaluable  service  during  the  absence 
of  the  conference  director  of  youth  work.  She  has  worked  very  dili- 
gently in  her  own  District,  meeting  regularly  with  her  District  and  sub- 
district  youth  councils,  giving  them  guidance  in  setting  up  their  pro- 
grams. She  has  visited  local  churches  as  well  as  promoted  the  cause 
of  the  church  school  in  her  District  conference  and  other  District  meet- 
ings. Two  subdistrict  week-end  youth  institutes  were  carried  out  this 
year  under  her  guidance.  In  addition  to  her  District  work  Mrs.  Prevost 
has  assumed  responsibility  for  the  Conference  youth  program,  working 
with  the  Board  chairman  in  planning  the  program  for  Youth  Night  at 
the  Annual  Conference  and  the  Conference  Youth  Assembly  at  Gulfside. 

Mrs.  Alvin  Eames,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Kelso,  Mr.  Josenh  Davis  and  Mr.  Oliver 
Brown  have  all  given  splendid  service  in  the  District  youth  program. 
Mr.  Davis  and  Mrs.  Eames  have  worked  diligently  with  the  youth  in  the 
Baton  Rouge  District.  They  have  planned  various  programs,  including 
Youth  Day  at  the  District  Conference  and  they  have  worked  regularly 
with  the  youth  in  their  subdistrict  meetings.  Outstanding  in  Mrs.  Kelso's 
program  was  the  District  youth  institute  held  at  Lake  Charles,  La.  Mr. 
Brown  has  led  his  youth  in  having  regular  subdistrict  meetings.  In  every 
instance  a  very  inspiring  program  has  been  carried  out  with  a  large 
number  of  youth  in  the  subdistrict  participating.  Among  the  fine  group 
of  adults  who  work  with  Mr.  Brown  are  Mr.  Willie  Ginn,  Mrs.  Cora 
Young,  Mrs.  Leroy  Fields,  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Lester. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Brown  has  done  a  most  remarkable  job  on  the  Shreveport 
District  in  children's  work.  She  has  visited  a  large  number  of  charges 
ir  the  District,  counseling  workers  in  the  proper  approach  to  children's 
work.  She  has  also  conducted  seven  subdistrict  meetings  with  children's 
workers  and  she  has  conducted  three  seminars  on  church  school  work 
with  pastors  and  their  workers  with  children.  Mrs.  Brown  has  likewise 
done  a  very  good  job  in  promoting  the  vacation  church  school  work  in 
her   District. 

Leadership  Training 

A  most  vital  phase  of  our  program  is  leadership  training.  Those 
who  are  recruited  for  positions  of  leadership  in  our  local  churches  must 
be  equipped  with  the  skills  and  techniques  which  will  enable  them  to 
execute  creditably   the  jobs  to  which   they   are   committed.    Due    to   the 
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absence  of  our  executive  secretary  this  phase  of  our  work  has  not  been 
as  extensive  this  year  as  in  previous  years.  However,  we  are  happy  to 
note  that  two  of  our  local  churches  had  leadership  training  schools — St. 
James  in  Shreveport  and  Mt.  Zion  in  New  Orleans.  Under  the  leadership 
of  Mrs.  J.  E.  Brown  three  training  enterprises  for  pastors  and  workers 
with  children  were  held.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  executive  secretary 
two  one-day  church  school  workers  institutes  were  held  in  the  Monroe 
subdistrict.  Ten  workers  from  our  Conference  attended  the  leadership 
school  at  Gulfside  last  summer  for  Conference,  District  and  subdistrict 
directors  of  adult  work.  Seventy-five  persons  represented  our  Con- 
ference at  the  Church  School  Leaders'  Seminar  at  Gulfside  in  June. 
1952.  We  were  also  represented  at  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Leadership 
School  at  Morristown,  Tenn.  last  summer  with  ten  persons. 

Institutes    and    Assemblies 

The  churches  in  the  Conference  responded  in  a  very  fine  way  to 
our  Conference-wide  Youth  Assembly  last  summer.  More  than  100  youth 
and  20  adults,  representing  all  five  Districts,  participated.  The  chief 
feature  of  the  program  was  "The  Call  to  United  Christian  Youth  Ac- 
tion," an  activity  sponsored  by  the  United  Christian  Youth  Movement. 
Many  of  the  youth  were  deeply  moved  committing  themselves  to  a 
higher  degree  of  Christian  living  and  a  greater  degree  of  service  to 
their  local  churches  and  communities.  Others  made  commitments  to 
full  time  church  vocations  or  to  engage  only  in  vocations  in  which  they 
can  live  as  full-time  Christians.  There  was  a  one-day  institute  on  the 
Lake  Charles  District  with  an  enrollment  of  150  youth.  Two  subdistrict 
weekend  youth  institutes  held  on  the  Franklin  District  had  a  total  en- 
rollment of  95,  representing  seven  pastoral  charges. 

Vacation  Church  Schools 

We  consider  the  vacation  church  school  a  very  vital  activity  in  the 
church's  program  for  the  Christian  education  of  children  and  interme- 
diates. It  is  a  channel  through  which  boys  and  girls  can  make  con- 
structive use  of  their  summer  vacation.  Because  the  vacation  church 
school  gives  workers  more  time  for  Christian  teaching  boys  and  girls 
are  helped  to  grow  more  rapidly  in  Christian  living.  Seventeen  churches 
in  the  Conference  reported  having  held  schools  last  summer.  The  en- 
rollment involved  a  total  of  1450  pupils  and  114  workers. 

Church  and  School  Statistics 

The  statistical  record  of  progress,  compiled  by  the  Department  of 
General  Church  School  Work  at  Nashville,  indicates  that  the  charges 
in  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  moving  progressively  upward  in  their 
church  school  work.  The  Conference  had  a  percentage  gain  in  total 
church  school  membership  for  1951  of  9.7rr.  This  percentage  of  increase 
ranks  second  in  the  Area,  third  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  fifth  in  the  whole 
church.  Our  10.5%  increase  in  average  attendance  in  Sunday  School  is 
even  better  ranking  first  in  the  Arear  third  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and 
fourth  in  the  entire  church.  We  also  had  a  gain  of  5.7 '%  in  church 
school  officers  and  teachers  which  ranks  first  in  the  Area,  third  in  the 
Jurisdiction,  and  twelfth  in  the  whole  church.  We  also  had  a  gain  in 
our  number  of  church  schools  as  well  as  a  gain  in  our  number  of  preach- 
ing places. 

Dillard  University 

Under  the  leadership  of  its  dynamic  and  able  president,  Dr.  A.  W. 
Dent,  Dillard  University  has  realized  a  progress  that  is  most  gratifying. 
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The  618  students  enrolled  during  the  past  year  represent  a  9.25%  in- 
crease, while  most  colleges  in  the  nation  have  experienced  a  decrease 
of  about  10  CA .  The  following  statement  from  Dr.  Dent  indicates  the 
emphasis  on  religion  and  philosophy  at  the  institution: 

The  Religion  and  Philosophy  Curriculum  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  program  of  the  Division  of  the  Social  Sciences  of  Dillard 
University.  The  objectives  of  this  curriculum  are:  (1)  to  assist 
in  providing  a  cultural  background  for  all  students  in  the  insti- 
tution; (2)  to  help  the  student  reach  the  level  of  meaning  needed 
to  arrive  at  valid  and  usable  value  judgments  and  acquire  those 
habits  of  thought  and  action  needed  for  the  utilizing  of  all  wor- 
thy human  values;  (3)  to  afford  sufficient  religious  and  philiso- 
pUcal  orientation  for  students  who  desire  to  bring  to  their 
careers  a  Christian  philosophy  of  life;  (4)  to  provide  adequate 
pre-professional  training  for  students  interested  in  the  Chris- 
tian ministry  and  in  other  phases  of  Christian  religious  work; 

(5)  to  prepare  students  for  graduate  work  in  philosophy;    and 

(6)  to  provide  a  weli-rounaea  program  for  terminal  students, 
such  as  resident  ministers  of  churches  and  workers  in  other 
character-building    agencies. 

Student  Work 

Student  work  is  one  phase  of  our  program  to  which  we  have  not 
given  a  great  degree  of  attention  due  to  lack  of  funds  to  promote  it. 
However,  we  are  happy  to  note  that  there  are  active  Methodist  student 
organizations  at  Southern  University  and  Dillard  Univedsity.  On  the 
campus  of  Southern  University  there  is  a  Wesley  Foundation.  Its 
meetings  are  interesting  and  well  attended.  The  organization  plays  a 
vital  part  in  religious  emphasis  week  each  year.  It  also  sponsors  a 
monthly  prayer  meeting  with  an  average  attendance  of  300.  One  fea- 
ture of  its  social  activities  was  an  outing  June  5th  when  two  bus  loads 
of  students  enjoyed  a  day  off  the  campus.  Refreshments  for  this  occa- 
sion were  supplied  by  your  Board  chairman. 

There  is  a  Methodist  Student  Movement  on  the  campus  of  Dillard 
University  which  is  moving  along  splendidly.  It  has  a  membership  of 
103  students.  During  the  year  the  organization  conducted  a  very  suc- 
cessful career  clinic  with  Dr.  Harry  V.  Richardson  as  speaker.  The  film 
"Crossroads"  was  shown  to  about  125  students  and  literature  on  Chris- 
tian careers  was  distributed.  The  group  also  cooperated  with  Dr.  Charles 
S.  Golden  in  arranging  conferences  for  summer  student  service  and  work 
camp  opportunities.  The  organization  is  also  active  in  the  Sunday  Ves- 
pers and  Midweek  Assembly.

4.  That  we  will  continue  the  recruitment  of  youth  and  young  adults 
for  full-time  Christian  vocations  in  every  local  church. 

5.  That  every  local  church  will  observe  Church  School  Rally  Day 
as  called  for  in  the  discipline  with  the  lifting  of  a  freewill  offering  for 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Conference  which  will  be  used  for  the 
promotion  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  Southern  University  and  the 
Methodist    Student   Movement   at   Dillard    University. 

6.  That  each  local  church  will  begin  to  make  plans,  immediately 
after  the  close  of  this  Annual  Conference,  to  send  at  least  one  delegate 
to  the  activities  for  youth  and  young  adults  at  Gulfside  in  August.

The  Laymen  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  have  a  real  friend  in  Bishop 
Robert  N.  Brooks.  His  presence  at  many  of  our  meetings  and  his  ap- 
pearance as  guest  speaker  on  our  Annual  District  Laymen's  Day  pro- 
gram has  demonstrated  this  fact,  and  more.  At  all  of  our  meetings 
with  him,  we  have  found  him  to  be  a  stimulating  leader,  and  a  wise 
counselor.  Our  entire  laity  appreciates  the  keen  insight  of  Bishop 
Brooks  into  the  questions  of  ethics  which  trouble  men  of  today,  and 
especially  the  challenging  leadership  he  has  given  to  the  program  of 
our  great  Methodist  Church,  especially  in  the  Central  Jurisdiction,  and 
more  so  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  where  he  is  always  ready  and 
willing  to  help  men  with  their  questions  and  solve  their  problems. 

We  Laymen  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  can  look  forward  to  a  con- 
tinued expansion  of  our  lay  activities  programs  with  his  cooperation, 
guidance  and  blessings. 

According  to  our  customs  for  the  10th  consecutive  year  the  Confer- 
ence Board  of  Lay  Activities  held  its  annual  meeting  on  the  first  day 
at  the  seat  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  initiated  plans  for  the  coming 
Conference  year's  work,  and  following  a  general  discussion  on  a  working 
program  for  the  coming  year. 

The  following  program  was  adopted: 

Progrm    of   Lay    Activities — 1952-53 

1.  An  adequate  support  of  the  ministry.  An  increase  of  hc/o  to  10% 
at    every    charge    with    special    emphasis    on    the    rural    sections. 

2.  The  Methodist  Men,  a  chartered  group  in  every  church.  The  main 
object  shall  be  to  strengthen  the  local  church  and  assist  the  pastor. 

3.  Emphasize  Laymen's  Day.  A  Sunday  to  be  designated  in  October 
of  each  year. 

4.  A.  greater  effort  on  the  Week  of  Dedication. 

5.  A  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Official  Board  in  each  charge. 

6.  Each  charge  Lay  Leader  take  an  active  part  in  the  general  pro- 
gram of  Evangelism  of  the  church  and  let  the  pastor  organize  teams  and 
leaders  for  Home  Visitation.   This  phase  will  increase  your  membership. 

7.  Cooperate  fully  with  the  entire  Quadrennium  program  of  the 
Church. 

8.  Sponsor  and  push  the  use  of  every  member  with  a  subscription  of 
the  Christian  Advocate.  The  Upper  Room,  The  Methodist  Layman,  and 
all  others  of  our  literature. 

9.  Sound  finance  in  the  local  church.  A  sound  financial  program 
of  systematic,  proportionate,  and  adequate  contributions  is  essential  to 
the  satisfactory  support  of  the  ministry  and  the  work  of  the  church. 

Therefore  we  recommend: 

(a)  The  careful  making  of  a  detailed  and  fully  itemized  budget.  In 
framing  this  budget,  each  local  church's  Finance  Committee  or 
official  Board  should  pay  out  of  its  income. 
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(b)  The  monthly  payments  of  all  obligations,  as  far  as  possible,  with 
a  complete  financial  statement  by  the  church  treasurer  at  each 
Official  Board  meeting. 

(c)  A  weekly  payment  of  all  pledges,  or  at  least  a  monthly  or  a 
quarterly   follow-up. 

(d)  A  persistent  attempt  to  have  the  practice  of  tithing  recognized  as 
a  basic  principle  giving  in  the  life  of  a  Christian. 

(e  I  Your  Conference  Lay-Leader  recommends  and  urges  that  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  study  the  needs  of  ministerial  sup- 
port, and  fix  a  minimum  salary  for  its  ministers,  and  secure 
absolutely  necessary  supplemental  sums  through  sustentation 
funds  or  by  other  methods  to  meet  the  minimum  salary  require- 
ments. 

There  are  many  consecrated  Laymen  and  Ministers,  the  District  Su- 
perintendents, the  District  Lay-Leaders,  and  all  of  the  Associated  Lay- 
Leaders,  and  the  many  fine  Charge  Lay-Leaders,  and  all  workers  who 
have  and  are  giving  of  their  time,  talents,  and  of  their  money,  we  con- 
gratulate these  fine  Christians  through  the  medium  of  this  Annual 
Report.  We  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  each  of  them  for  this 
splendid  service. 

To  Mr.  James  Carney,  Vice-Conference  Lay-Leader,  Mr.  L.  M.  John- 
son, District  Lay-Leader  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  and  his  fine  staff 
of  associate  Lay-Leaders.  To  Dr.  0.  V.  Cooper,  District  Lay-Leader  of 
the  Lake  Charles  District,  and  his  fine  group  of  associate  Lay-Leaders 
and  workers.  To  Mr.  L.  M.  Pinkerston,  dynamic  Lay-Leader  of  the 
Franklin  District,  and  his  associate  Lay-Leaders.  Mr.  Oscar  Jamerson, 
a  most  dependable  Christian  worker  and  District  Lay-Leader  of  the 
New  Orleans  District.  May  we  pause  just  here  to  say  the  grim  reaper 
invaded  our  ranks  on  the  New  Orleans  District  and  cut  down  one  of 
our  stalwarts,  Associate  Lay-Leader,  Mr.  John  Davis  of  the  New  Orleans 
District  since  last  Conference.  The  Shreveport  District  under  the  lead- 
ership of  our  Mr.  Fletcher  Brown,  assisted  by  Associate  Lay-Leader, 
Mr.  R.  A.  Thomas.

ference meetings.  I  have  given  one  month  and  eighteen  days  of  my 
time  since  the  adjourning  of  the  last  Annual  Conference.  For  promo- 
tional and  printing  of  stationery,  placards,  travel,  etc.,  of  which  the 
office  has  an  itemized  account  spent,  is  $323.80.  Amount  budgeted  by 
the  Commission  of  World  Service  and  Finance,  $300.00.  Balance  due 
Lay-Leader,   $23.80.

Mr.  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Greetings: 

I  am  happy  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  your  home  for'  the 
aged.  It  is  with  much  pride  that  I  say — your  home — for  indeed  it  is 
the  property  and  responsibility  of  the  people  of  the  Conference. 

Six  years  ago  we  purchased  the  land  to  relocate  and  rebuild  the 
home.  This  seemed  at  that  time  a  nearly  impossible  task;  since  then 
we  have  completed  our  undertaking  at  a  cost  of  one  hunaVed  nineteen 
thousand  dollars  ($119,000.00)  for  land,  building  and  furnishings.  Six 
years  ago  the  other  four  Conferences  of  the  area  advanced  $17,045.00 
to  make  the  home  an  area  institution.  It  was  later  felt  that  this  plan 
was  impracticable  and  it  was  abandoned  with  the  $17,045.00  to  be  re- 
funded to  the  Conferences. 

All  bills  for  land,  construction  and  furnishings  have  been  paid  except 
$910.00,  which  is  the  balance  advanced  by  the  Superintendent  during 
the  period  of  construction. 

We  have  in  hand  the  $17,045.00  to  make  the  full  payment  to  the 
Conferences.  $10,000.00  was  raised  by  our  Conference  and  $7,045.00  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  home.  $3,000.00  of  this  amount  wa;s 
paid  last  year  and  the  balance  is  now  in  hand,  which  will  leave  $910.00 
to  clear  all  indebtedness. 

The  past  year  has  reflected  the  soundness  of  the  judgment  which 
dictated  our  steps  in  the  decision  to  relocate  and  rebuild  the  home. 

In  1944  the  New  Orleans  Community  Chest  contributed  51%  of  our 
budget  which  amount  to  $11,190.00.  Last  year  our  budget  amounted  to 
$47,041.15.  Of  the  sum  the  chest  set  up  a  contingent  of  $1,500.00,  which 
was  used  to  install  equipment  for  a  laundry.  Last  year  our  earning 
amounted  to  $47,719.21.  We  closed  the  year  with  an  operating  surplus 
of  $678.06. 

We  have  at  present  60  guests  in  the  home  who  are  served  by  a  staff  of 
20  employees.  Included  in  this  number  are  the  following:  the  superin- 
tendent, bookkeeper,  nu.tron,  eight  nurses,  nine  service  people,  and  a 
part-time  physician. 

The  home  is  truly  a  service  institution;  last  year  we  provided  31,995 
days  care  to  our  residents,  and  served  95,985  meals.  The  home  furnishes 
ordinary  medication  to  each  guest  and  has  access  to  Charity  Hospital 
for  all  persons  who  are  residents  in  the  home. 

Our  pressing  need  is  for  an  infirmary  to  accommodate  about  30  peo- 
ple. Our  people  are  faced  with  an  acute  shortage  of  facilities  to  care 
for  the  chronically  ill.  We  are  hopeful  of  obtaining  enough  money  to 
erect  a  building  to  minister  to  this  growing  number  of  neglected  people 
who  are  not  admitted  to  hospitals  and  who  suffer  from  chronic  illness.

Bishop  Brooks,  Brothers  and  Friends: 

It  has  been  aptly  spoken,  "You  never  can  tell  what  a  day  may  bring." 
Nevertheless,  a  day  at  the  People  Methodist  Community  Center  brings 
to  fore  a  panorama  of  social  uplift  offered  toy  The  Methodist  Church 
Board  of  Missions,  The  Community  Chest,  and  The  Women's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.  At  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  Mr.  Cortez  Graves, 
the  janitor  opens  the  building  and  makes  it  ready  for  occupancy.  By 
seven  thirty  either  Mrs.  Golden  Brousseau,  the  matron,  Mrs.  Naomi 
Caliup,  teacher,  Mrs.  Pearl  Turnbull,  nursery  teacher,  Mrs.  Sarah  Cole- 
man, kindergarten  teacher  or  Miss  Naomi  Parker,  teacher  is  in  the  Day 
Nursery,  alternately  to  receive  and  care  for  the  two  to  ten  years  old 
children  who  arrive  before  eight  o'clock  each  morning. 

The  little  Harolds  and  Helens  are  inspected,  dressed  into  clothes 
owned  by  the  center,  served  breakfast  in  our  modern  cafeteria  from 
eight  thirty  to  nine  o'clock  by  Mrs.  Irene  Dumar,  the  cook  and  Mrs. 
Celestino  McNeely,  the  assistant  cook  and  laundress.  After  breakfast 
the  teachers  take  from  twelve  to  fifteen  children  each  for  a  day  of 
worship,  singing,  nursery   games,   manners   expression   and   good   health

practices.  Dinner  is  at  eleven  forty-five,  rest  for  two  and  one  half 
hours  on  modern  aluminum  canvas  covered  cots.  The  children  are  never 
without  teacher  supervision. 

Departure  time  begins  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Mothers 
fathers,  sisters  and  brothers  from  many  occupations  come  to  accompany 
the  tots  home.  By  six  o'clock  the  Day  Nursery  is  closed.  The  Harolds 
and  Helens  are  at  home  with  pleasant  dreams  of  a  day  spent  in  a 
building-  with  the  word  in  construction.  The  term  "Functional"  better 
describes  our  plant  for  The  Day  Nursery  with  its  three  rooms  of  walls 
two  thirds  plate  glass  and  louver  Venetian  glass  combination  make  the 
sunshine  a  blessing  and  the  daylight  a  delight  for  the  little  ones. 

From  July  31,  1951  to  April  1,  1952  during  the  demolishing  of  our 
old  building  and  the  construction  of  our  new  building,  Miss  Dorothy 
L.  Barnette,  the  Social  Worker,  and  I  kept  in  constant  contact  with 
all  registered  children,  teenagers,  and  their  parents  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  group  work  activities  are  rapidly  approaching  full  capacity. 
Any  afternoon  from  four  o'clock  to  nine  thirty  o'clock  Mr.  William  C. 
Banks,  the  Boys  Worker  and  Physical  Education  Teacher  can  be  found 
in  the  game  rooms  or  on  the  playground  directing  or  supervising  such 
activities  as  ping  pong,  checkers,  softball,  badminton,  horseshoos,  darts, 
or  club  sessions.  Mr.  Banks  and  Miss  Barnette  conduct  worship  service 
and  chorus  for  teenagers  from  the  crowded  tenement  houses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Center. 

Our  health  Department  embraces  the  New  Orleans  Public  Health 
Clinic  for  children  under  three  years  old.  Dr.  Thaddeus  Taylor,  Dr.  A.  J. 
Bloom,  Nurse  Veora  Lundy  and  Nurse  Regina  Bridgewater  are  responsi- 
ble for  the  operation.  During  last  year  1560  children  were  served  in  the 
clinic. 

Dr.  Taylor  is  our  institution  physician,  and  holds  clinic  for  our 
registrants    and    staff   regularly. 

The  new  ranch-type  functional  building  with  its  thirteen  spacious 
ultra  modern  lighted  rooms  is  utilized  not  only  for  The  Day  Nursery 
and  Teenage  Group  Work  but  also  for  institutes,  workshops,  teas,  adult 
education,  New  Orleans  Public  Clinic,  church  groups  of  various  denomi- 
nations, various  Methodist  Groups,  and  several  civic  organizations.  Mrs. 
Carrie  B.  Wilkerson,  our  office  secretary  keeps  all  listings  and  schedules 
up-to-date  in  our  over  all  program  of  activities. 

Among  our  distinguished  guests  have  been  Bishop  Edgar  A.  Love; 
Mayor  de  Lesseps  S.  Morrison;  Mr.  Maurice  J.  Hartson,  Jr.,  President 
of  the  Community  Chest;  Rev.  Charles  F.  Golden,  The  Board  of  Mis- 
sions; Mr.  Julius  Goldman;  Mrs.  Robert  N.  Brooks;  Dr.  J.  S.  Scott. 
Those  friends  and  many  others  have  inspired  us  to  greater  endeavor  in 
our  service  to  the  people  of  New  Orleans. 

The  entire  Board  of  Directors  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  W.  T. 
Handy,  Chairman;  Rev.  C.  O.  Greene,  Secretary;  Mr.  J.  R.  Patterson, 
Treasurer  has  been  most  resourceful  in  its  understanding  and  guidance. 
The  entire  Staff  offers  its  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  all  who  have  made 
our  work  a  pleasurable  service. 

Our  records  show  that  we  started  our  fiscal  year  with  a  deficit 
of  $28.64,  received  $6738.79  from  fees,  The  Board  of  Missions,  and  The 
Women  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  $6710.00  from  The  Community 
Chest.  From  the  total  $13,448.79  received  we  expended  $13,377.31  with 
a  balance  of  $71.48  net  $42.84. 
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For  the  construction  of  our  New  Building,  The  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  contributed  $25,000.00  from  The  Crusade  For 
Christ  Funds,  $24,500.00  from  The  Advance  For  Christ  Funds  and 
loaned  us  $15,000.00.  The  contractor,  Lionel  F.  Favrot  Co.,  Inc.  erected 
the  building  for  $64,640.00.  The  Local  Board  has  spent  $8,000.00  for 
architects'  fees  and  new  equipment.  Curtis  and  Davis  Architects  designed 
our  building. 

Our  immediate  needs  are  funds  to  construct  a  40  ft.  80  ft.  asphalt 
play  space  for  basketball  and  volleyball,  to  purchase  ten  dozen  me'al 
folding  chairs,  and  to  acquire  a  new  station  wagon  for  institutional 
transportation. 

The  leadership  of  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks  in  the  entire  undertaking 
has  been  the  spark  that  has  fired  us  to  this  successful  fulfillment.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TEMPERANCE 

LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE 
METHODIST    CHURCH,    CENTRAL    JURISDICTION 

Bishop  and  members  of  the  Conference: 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance  is  as  follows: 

We  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Temperance  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference,  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report,  and  a  program  of  action  in  the  cause  of  temperance  for 
adoption  by  this  Annual  Conference  for  the  year  1951-1952. 

We  come  realizing  that  much  of  the  crimes,  poverty,  political  cor- 
ruption, imorality  and  lust  for  power,  that  stalk  the  earth  today  can 
be  directly  attributed  to  the  Liquor  Trafic.    Being  keenly  aware  that 
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these  things  if  allowed  to  continue  will  eventuate  in  the  ultimate  des- 
truction of  civilization,  we  the  Board  of  Temperance  call  upon  the 
conference  to  join  us  and  the  General  Church  in  the  great  fight  against 
this  destructive  element  in  our  social  order. 

The  Board  is  appreciative  of  the  fact  that  recently,  an  Alcoholic 
Seminar,  was  held  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Board  of  Temper- 
ance, at  Illinois  Weslyan  University,  Bloomington,  111.,  at  which  time 
the  bishops  were  asked  to  nominate  and  send  to  this  Seminar,  certain 
personnel,  and  Bishop  Brooks  honored  our  conference  by  naming  one 
of  our  number  to  represent  the  conference  at  this  significant  gathering, 
in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  W.  R.  London,  Jr.  The  Rev.  London,  appeared 
before  the  Board  pointed  out  the  following  facts:  "Three  fourths  of 
all  the  automobile  accidents  occur  as  a  result  of  direct  or  indirect  use 
of  alcoholic  beverages  by  the  drivers  of  the  automobile."  This  being 
true,  Rev.  London  said:  The  Board  of  Temperance  has  received  the  go 
signal  from  the  General  Conference  to  do  everything  in  its  power  to 
create  within  the  minds  of  the  general  public  the  idea  of  total  abstainance, 
beginning  first  by  social  legislation,  and  moving  out  into  other  areas 
of  operation." 

During  this  conference  year  your  Board  has  been  actively  engaged 
in  dissiminating  literature,  featuring  pictures  slides  etc.,  which  have 
dealt  with  this  damaging  evil.  We  have  circularized  the  pastors  of  the 
conference  stressing  Commitment  Day,  and  urged  all  to  send  their  Com- 
mittment Day  Reports.  We  have  received  upwards  of  900  definite  com- 
mittments as  result  of  our  efforts.  Also  we  have  appeared  upon  programs 
before  congregations,  lecturing  to  adults  as  well  as  youth,  in  a  effort 
to  show  the  dangers  of  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages  in  any  form. 

In  glancing  at  the  Quardrennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Temperance 
before  the  recent  General  Conference,  the  following  statement  which  we 
quote:  "The  efforts  of  the  Beverage  Alcohol  Traffic  are  especially 
aimed  at  youth  and  young  people.  The  theory  in  the  trade  (never 
breathed  outside  of  trade  circles)  is  that  the  well  being  and  almost 
the  very  existence  of  the  traffic  "is  New  Business."  By  that  is  meant 
"The  Starting  of  Beginners."  If  5,000,000  youngsters  a  year  "take  their 
first  glass"  then  tomorrow  and  the  day  after,  are  full  assurance  for 
the  makers  and  sellers  of  beverage  alcolhol." 

In  the  light  of  the  above  quotation,  we  recommended  that  we  join 
forces  with  the  Allied  Youth  Movement,  which  has  as  its  purpose  an 
intensive  program  among  youth  in  high  schools  and  dissiminating  the 
facts  with  regards  to  the  evils  of  alcoholic  beverage.  We  beg  to  recom- 
mend that  since  a  recent  Seminar  was  held  in  Houston,  Texas,  out  of 
which  grew  the  idea  that  such  a  Seminar  should  be  held  at  Gulfside 
annually,  and  that  a  request  is  before  the  General  Board  that  such  be 
done,  that  we  lend  every  support  to  such  an  idea. 

We  recommend  further  that  when  this  Area  Seminar  has  been  set 
in  motion,  that  such  Seminars  shall  be  conducted  not  only  upon  the 
Conference  level,  but  that  each  district  shall  have  similar  guidance, 
so  that  each  District  will  be  informed.  Another  means  of  impliment 
such  a  program,  would  be  to  ask  each  District  Superintendent,  to  allow 
space  on  the  District  Conference  Program  so  that  this  all  important 
information  will  reach  the  local  church. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  we  make  wider  distribution  of  Temper- 
ance Literature,  and  audio  Visual  Aids,  in  all  of  our  local  churches.  This 
will  be  designated  to  influence  every  local  to  not  only  have  a  local 
Temperance  Committee,  but  that  the  dangers  of  alcoholism  will  be 
stressed  in  each  local  church. 
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Thanks  should  be  given  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their 
cooperation;  Mrs.  D.  P.  Handy  for  her  assistance  in  securing*  pictures 
and  showing  them  free  of  charge  to  some  of  the  churches  of  the 
conference.

Fayderer  Brown  offered  a  prayer  for  sincere  friend- 
ships among  people  and  then  there  was  a  solo,  "I  Would  Be  True"  by 
Lois  Neale.  An  offering  was  collected  for  the  Conference  M.  Y.  F.  by 
four  of  the  youths.  Delores  Calvin  spoke  to  us  briefly  on  Basic  Friend- 
ships.   All  joined  in  singing  Friendship  With  Jesus. 

Alice   Phillips,    Conference    M.    Y.    F.    President   made    introductory 
remarks  concerning  the  program  for  the  night. 

The  Conference  M.  Y.  F.  presented  a  pageant  of  Methodist  Youth  in 
Louisiana.  A  very  impressive  story  was  told  explaining  their  ideas  and 
emotions  as  various  Districts  made  their  contributions.  Selma  Brown 
narrated  the  story  beginning  with  "The  Call,"  which  was  a  major 
challenge  to  the  youth  during  the  past  year.  The  Franklin  District  pre- 
sented a  play  "You  Are  Called." 

Helen  Jones  and  Gladys  Chappel  gave  readings  on  the  place  of 
the  youth  in  the  church.  Also  coming  from  the  New  Orleans  District 
was  "Stories  of  Methodist  Hymns."  As  the  story  of  youth  here  in 
Louisiana  was  continued,  various  aspects  of  their  abilities  were  pointed 
out  as  the  Host  District,  Baton  Rouge  District,  presented  "Reading 
Pantomines  of  Biblical  Characters."  The  story  was  ended  with  a  prayer 
for  youth  to  continue  to  carry  on. 

The  program  was  returned  to  Rev.  Mays  who  introduced  A.  W.  Dent, 
president  of  Dillard  University.  After  his  remarks  the  session  was 
adjourned. 


RESERVE   PENSION   FUND    CAMPAIGN 

We  here  and  now  renew  our  interest  in  and  our  determination  to 
enter  the  Reserve  Pension  Plan  by  raising  the  initial  reserve  sum  of 
$90,000; 

We  Recommend  the  following  procedures: 

1.  That  the  Louisiana  Conference  Ministers  Wives  Association  con- 
tinue its  effort  of  raising  $6,000  annually  for  this  fund: 
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II.  That  each  minister  of  the  conference  pay  annually  an  amount 
equal  to  2%  of  his  cash  salary,  which  would  amount  to  approximately 
$3,000. 

III.  That  the  remaining  $21,000  be  apportioned  on  the  recognized  per- 
centage basis  to  the  various  districts  to  be  raised  under  the  direction  of 
the  district  committee; 

IV.  That  there  shall  be  on  each  district  a  Reserve  Pension  Fund 
Committee  composed  of  the  district  superintendent,  pastors,  district  and 
charge  lay-leaders  and  such  other  persons  as  the  committee  may  select; 

V.  That  there  shall  be  an  over-all  conference  committee  composed 
of  the  district  superintendents,  conference  lay  leader,  two  persons  from 
each  district  and  such  other  persons  at-large  as  the  committee  may  select; 

VI.  And  that  laymen's  day  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  conference  as 
one  of  the  days  on  which  special  effort  will  be  made  in  the  interest  of 
this  Campaign.      »

Be  It  Known,  that  on  this  27th  day  of  the  month  of  September,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty, 

Before  Me,  William  Waller  Young,  a  Notary  Public,  duly  com- 
missioned and  qualified,  in  and  for  this  City  and  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
therein  residing,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses  hereinafter  named 
and  undersigned. 

Personally  Came  and  Appeared:  T.  E.  McElroy,  J.  C.  Bibbons,  G.  E. 
Zilton,  J.  E.  Brown,  E.  J.  Wise,  D.  L.  Davidson,  C.  E.  Castin,  A.  M. 
Taylor,  P.  M.  Jones,  all  above  the  full  age  of  majority  and  residents  of 
this  City,  constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louis- 
iana, created  by  an  act  passed  before  Gabried  Fernandez,  Jr.,  a  Notary 
Public  in  and  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  State  of  Louisiana,  on  January 
24,  1911,  duly  recorded  in  the  Mortgage  Office  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
Louisiana,  in  Book  1811,  and  folio  183,  the  said  appearers  acting  herein 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  held 
at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1950,  a  certified  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  said  meeting  being  hereunto  annexed  and  made  part 
hereof. 

And  said  appearers  declared  that  at  said  meeting  of  the  annual 
conference  of  said  corporation  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  were 
amended  and  re-enacted,  as  will  appear  from  the  aforesaid  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  said  meeting  attached  hereto,  and  that  they,  said  appearers, 
constituting  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation,  were  duly  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  cause  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  said  corporation  to  be  embodied  in  a  notarial  act. 

Now,  Therefore,  in  accordance  with  said  minutes,  said  appearers, 
acting  in  their  aforesaid  capacity,  having  appeared  before  me,  Notary, 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  said  amendment  to  the  Articles  of  Incorpora- 
tion of  said  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  authentic  form  by  notarial 
act,  do  now  declare  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  said  corporation 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  hereafter 
be  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

ARTICLE   I 
Name 

The  name  of  this  coporation  shall  be  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The   Methodist    Church   Central  Jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE  II 
Principal  Place  of  Business 

Section  1.  The  principal  place  of  business  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,   in  the   Parish   of   Orleans,   Louisiana. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  establish  and  maintain  such  other  and  additional  offices  and 
places  of  business  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  convenient,  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  with  the  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Resident  Bishop. 

Section  3.  The  corportion  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
conduct  all  business  at  the  place  where  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
held,  within  the   Conference. 
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ARTICLE  III 
Objects,  Purposes  and  Powers 

Section  1.  The  objects  and  purposes  of  this  corporation  are  the 
promotion  of  religion,  benevolence  and  learning,  in  connection  and  co- 
operation with  The  Methodist  Church,  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  2.  This  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  necessary,  incident  or  convenient  to  the 
furtherance  and  attainment  of  its  objects  and  purposes;  to  receive  and 
acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  absolute,  in  trust  or  in  any 
other  manner,  real  and  personal  property,  and  to  hold,  use,  invest,  re- 
invest, and  to  sell,  mortgage,  pledge,  assign  and  transfer  such  prop- 
erty, or  any  interest  therein;  and  to  povide  for  the  support  of  retired 
ministers,  connected  with  the  conference,  their  widows  and  dependent 
children. 

Section  3.  This  corporation,  as  the  successor  to  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  shall  have  and  is  hereby  vested  with  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  property,  privileges  and  jurisdiction  heretofore  vested  in  the 
aforesaid  corporation,  subject  to  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the 
Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  4.  This  corporation  shall  have  and  possess  all  of  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  immunities,  franchises,  and  exemptions  permitted 
such  corporations  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, as  now  exist  or  hereafter  amended. 

Section  5.  This  corporation  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  au- 
thority to  organize,  incorporate,  establish,  support,  govern  and  control 
educational,  religious  hospitals  and  other  charitable  and  benevolent  in- 
stitutions, and  provide  for  the  representation  and  control  of  the  gov- 
erning bodies  of  such  organizations  and  corporations. 

Sectin  6.  The  power  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Conference  shall  extend 
to  and  include  all  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
located  within  the  bounds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  (Central  Jurisdiction),  as  now  or  hereafter  fixed  and 
defined  by  the  General  or  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Management  of  Control — Board  of  Trustees 

Section  1.  The  business  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed,  con- 
trolled and  directed  by  the  regular  or  duly  called  sessions  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Churchy  by  the  Resident 
Bishop,  and  shall  function  through  the  Board  of  nine  (9)  trustees, 
known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  consist  of  the  persons  elected 
to  said  Board  by  the  Annual  Conference,  as  provided  in  the  Discipline  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  as  it  shall  from  time  to  time  be  declared  and 
established  by  the  constituted  authority,  namely  the  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  2.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  at 
all  times  ministerial  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  min- 
isters of  said  conference,  and  lay  members  shall  be  members  of  The 
Methodist  Church  within  said  conference. 

Section  3.  The  election  of  Trustees  shall  be  so  conducted  that  three 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one  year;  three  Trustees  elected  for  two 
years,  and  three  Trustees  elected  for  three  years,  at  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence each  year  thereafter  three  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  have  qualified. 

Section  4.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  also  elect  each  year  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  on  the  Board  of 
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Trustees  not  within  the  intendment  of  the  Section  of  this  Article,  such 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  Trustee 
whose  position  is  to  be  filled  by  such  election;  but  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  the  power  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident  Bishop, 
to  fill  any  interim  vacancy  until  the  vacancy  shall  have  been  filled  by 
action  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  5.  Until  the  next  Annual  Conference  in  1951,  the  following 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation,  and  for  the 
terms  set  opposite  their  names :

and,  T.  E.  McElroy  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 

J.  C.  Bibbons  shall  be  the  Secretary,  and  G.  E.  Zilton  shall  be  Treasurer; 

and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected 

by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  have  qualified ; 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  the  officers  thereof 
and  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  five  (5)  of  their 
number,  which  committee  shall  have  such  powers,  and  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  delegated  to  them  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  by  the  Annual  Conference;  and  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  Chairman,  respectively,  or 
of  any  three  members  thereof,  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  notice  in 
writing,  or  at  any  time  when  all  members  are  present  and  agree  to  meet 
and  transact  business. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  make  full  reports  of  all  business  transacted  by  them  to  each 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  And  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  request. 

Section  9.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  Trustees;  and  a  quorum  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  members. 

Section  10.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
powers  of  governing  and  managing  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
subject  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  will  and 
direction  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Section  11.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  management, 
government  and  control  of  all  Abandoned  Church  property,  and  of  the 
Permanent  Funds  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  consist  of  all  monies 
and  property  heretofore  acquired  by,  or  hereafter  given  to,  or  made 
payable  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  or  any  that  was  formerly 
owned  by  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  allocated  or  assigned  to 
this  Corporation  by  virtue  of  the  action  taken  in  the  Uniting  of  the 
Churches  above  mentioned;  all  notes,  gifts,  pledges,  obligations,  devises. 
and  bequests  heretofore  made  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  income 
from  the  above  shall  be  for  the  use  and  purposes  set  out  herein. 
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ARTICLE  V 

By-Laws 

This  corporation  shall  have  the  power  at  any  Annual  Conference 
to  adopt,  amend  or  repeal  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  these  Articles  of  In- 
corporation, the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Exemption  from  Liability 

The  private  property  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Prelatical  Control 

The  title  to  all  property  of  the  member  churches  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  taken  and  held,  and  are 
hereby  established  as  taken  and  held,  in  the  name  of  such  individual 
church,  in  trust  for  use  and  benefit  of  this  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  subject  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  subject  to  the  ministerial  appointments  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  by  the  Resident  Bishop.  This  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference, exercising  supervisory  authority  over  every  local  church  within 
its  bounds,  does  so  because  of  the  Prelatical  form  of  government  in  and 
through  which  the  Methodist  Church  operates.  By  this  we  mean,  that 
all  local  church  property  held  in  trust  by  local  Boards  of  Trustees,  is 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  parent  body,  the  Methodist  Church.  It  is 
understood  by  all  legal  authority,  that  such  authority  is  resident  in  the 
General  Church,  and  that  the  Methodist  Church  has  this  Prelatical 
control,  along  with  the  Catholic,  the  Protestant  Episcopal,  and  the 
Northern  Presbyterian  Church  bodies,  in  America. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Corporate  Existence 

Section  1.  The  term  for  which  this  corporation  shall  endure  is 
hereby  fixed  at  ninety-nine  (99)  years  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Orleans  Parish, 
subject  to  renewal  provided  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  may  be  sooner  dissolved  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  or  these  Ar- 
ticles of  Incorporation  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  the  Discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Discipline 

Section  1.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation,  its  property,  manage- 
ment and  administration  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  Discipline 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  doctrines,  laws,  usages,  customs  and  ministerial 
appointments  of  the  Methodist  Church,  as  from  time  to  time  made  and 
disclosed  by  the  lawful  authority  of  the  Methodist  Church.  All  local 
church  property  is  under  control  of  this  corporation  and  bought  in  the 
name  of  the  Methodist  Church,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  owned  by  the 
Methodist  Church  even  though  a  local  congregation  might  have  been 
successful    in    liquidating    existing    mortgages    on    the    property.     The 
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Trustees  obviously  hold  possession  for  the  use  of  persons  who  by  the 
Constitution,  usages  and  laws  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Church 
have  a  right  to  the  use  of  such  property. 

It  is  understood  chat  the  Trustees  are  liable  to  be  moved  by  the 
congregation  through  the  Quarterly  Conference,  for  whom  they  hold  this 
trust,  and  others  may  be  substituted  in  their  places.  They  have  no  per- 
sonal ownership  or  right  beyond  this,  and  are  subject  in  the  official 
relations  to  the  property  to  the  control  of  the  session  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

Each  local  church  of  this  annual  Conference  is  but  a  member  of  a 
larger  organization  under  a  form  of  government  which  subordinates 
the  smaller  unit  to  the  final  judgment  of  the  larger.
